Dear Grover: 

I have carefully studied the 1843 Pierre Chouteau Indian Peace Medal 
you sent for an opinion. There is a split in the center of the edge 
and that center line of the edge is like the crown of a roof with sides 

sloping to each face. The piece is composed of two faces. Each has a 

different color, the obverse being black and the reverse shiny. The 
support loop helps to hold both together. 

I have compared it to three genuine pieces I have found in the books and 
each of these is smaller in diameter because the submitted piece has what 
appears to be a clamping ring around the edge. However, the clamping ring 
is not a real ring as it is an integral part of the casting of the medal 
itself. This can be observed where the border beading and the clamping 
ring are close together. Particularly, the fusion can be observed where 
the loop is supposedly soldered to the medal at TEA. The letters are part 
of the loop solder and not separate. 

The original was pewter and this is also a cast of a genuine Chouteau 

medal which had been placed in a clamping ring and thus this is a copy. 

Because it is not genuine, the museum here would like to have it for 
display. What do you suggest? 

I hope I have been helpful.
